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irst, a little history. 

In 1890, its first season 
of competition, the 
Nebraska football team 
was referred to as the 
Old Gold Knights. You 
could look it up, as 
baseball’s Casey Stengel 
once said. Or maybe it was Yogi 
Berra who said that. No matter. The 
fact remains. 

Nebraska was called Old Gold 
Knights, apparently because gold 
figured into the school colors, which 
didn’t officially become scarlet and 
cream until 1900 or thereabouts. 

Nebraska’s football team also was 
called the Bugeaters, the 
Treeplanters and the Nebraskans 
(among other names) prior to 1900. 
It was then that Charles “Cy” 
Sherman, a young newspaperman 
employed by the 
Nebraska State 
Journal at the 
time, decided 
to christen 
the team _ 
Cornhuskers. 

Sherman’s nickname stuck. It 
was so popular, in fact, that in 1907, 
the university student yearbook’s 
name was changed from Sombrero 
to The Cornhusker. And nearly 40 
years after that, Nebraska officially 
became “the Cornhusker state,” by 
legislation passed by _ the 
Unicameral. 

Sherman, affectionately known as 
“the father of the Cornhuskers,” was 
made a member of the Nebraska let- 
termen’s club in 1933, an honor 
reserved almost exclusively for var- 
sity athletes. He was given a gold 
football and a block “N.” 

Nebraska has been the 
Cornhuskers for nearly a century 
now, and despite what you might 
have heard or read, the university 
athletic teams still answer to that. 

“We are not dropping ‘Corn’ 
from the nickname,” sports informa- 
tion director Chris Anderson said, 
emphasizing the “not.”

ics, including the cost of achieving 
gender equity, are such that national 
marketing is important, if not neces- 
sary. And the dynamics of recruit- 
ing, to which athletic success is tied, 
require certain concessions. 

If letters to prospective recruits 
need to be written on “Huskers” sta- 
tionery, so be it. If officially licensed 
Nebraska apparel sells better with 
“Huskers” emblazoned on it, 
where’s the harm? 

Although Nebraska’s nickname 
remains the same, its mascot does 
not. Herbie Husker was semi- 
retired in July, by order of 
Athletic Director Bill Byrne. 
Herbie was not effective in 
marketing the program, and 
based on athletic depart- 
ment research, he wasn’t

tions to play are offensive 
line and receiver. On the 
offensive line, you have to 
know when, whom and 
how to block. Receivers 
need to know what route, how deep 
and when to block or run a guy off. 
How tough would it be if you had 
to mentally combine both? 
At Nebraska, that morphing 
process is taking place. 
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After losing two of three top tight 
ends to graduation, a big question 
looms: Who will step up and fill the 
vacant spots? Well, have no fear 
because this year the Huskers have 
reloaded with a young group of 
tight ends. 

Maybe, for the first time in 
Husker football history, the offense 
will line up with more than two run- 
ning backs at the same time. But 
don’t be alarmed. Nebraska isn’t 


scrapping its offensive scheme. It’s 
just moving players into the posi- 
tion. 

A high school quarterback, senior 
Mark Gilman (6-foot-3, 245) is a 
three-year letterman and the only 
tight end coming back with game 
experience. Gilman is a solid blocker 
and an excellent receiver. 

“What I really tried to do this 
summer was to work on my agility 
and speed coming off the ball,” the 


Kalispell, Mont., native said. “I real- 
ized that I was a senior starter com- 
ing back and this summer would be 
really important to the group of tight 
ends. 

“This would have to be a summer 
of not only hard work, but confi- 
dence building in all of us. ” 

Gilman’s strength and hard- 
working attitude were evident last 
spring as he won the 1995 Husker 
Lifter of the Year award. 

“It was a great honor for me to 
win it because it reflects the respect 
of my teammates,” said Gilman, 
who was chosen for the award by 
his teammates. 

A valuable factor in the 1995 
Orange Bowl victory over Miami, 
Gilman scored the first Husker 
touchdown on a pass from Brook 
Berringer. He will also be a key to 
the Huskers’ success this year. 

The two players in line to backup 
Gilman are converted fullbacks. 

Tim Carpenter, a 6-2, 230 pounder 
from Columbus, Neb., was a first- 
team SuperState running back . After 
a redshirt year at fullback, Carpenter 
emerged and was converted to tight 
end last fall. 

“I think by me spending a year at 
fullback, it really helped me develop 
blocking habits,” he said. “In the 
beginning the transition was very 
difficult because I was used to block- 
ing on isolation plays and pass pro, 
whereas at the tight end position 
you're more like an offensive line- 
man and a receiver. 

“T have to know all the line calls 
and make a lot of decisions depend- 
ing on what the linemen tell me.” 

Mike Grant, the Huskers’ offen- 
sive graduate assistant coach, 
believes Carpenter will play a major 
role this season. 

“Tim has developed into a solid 
blocker with the potential to also 
become a great possession receiver,” 
Grant said. 

A surprise at the No. 3 position is 
Vershan Jackson. 

Another prep running back, 
Jackson has bounced around at full- 
back and outside linebacker before 
ending up at tight end this fall. 

“I basically wanted to do any- 
thing I could to contribute,” he said. 

Jackson was discovered by the 
coaches while running scout team 
for the No. 1 defense and playing 
tight end. He believes that after 
becoming familiar with the mental 
part of the tight end game, he can 
make an early impact in the 
Huskers’ 1995 campaign. i

The look is not for everyone. Phil Ellis realized that almost immediately. 

“Tt looked pretty neat,” he said before the last of the Nebraska 
football team’s two-a-day practices. “At the time, I thought it seemed like a good 
deal. I went willingly.” 

Ellis and some defensive teammates were sitting at the training table on the day 
the Cornhuskers reported for physicals and the start of fall camp. Someone sug- 
gested everyone get their heads shaved. “They coaxed me into it,” said Ellis, a 
senior middle linebacker. “I said, ‘All right.’” 

The next thing Ellis knew, he was being sheared by Christian Peter. The result 
wasn’t exactly what Ellis envisioned. “I found out I had a weird-shaped head,” he 
said. 

Of greater concern, however, was the response of Jennifer Jardine, his fiancee. 
The two, who have known each other since the fourth grade, according to Ellis, are 
to be married in January. The night of his haircut, Jennifer saw his no-hairdo. “She 
couldn't believe I did it,” he said. 

Since then, Ellis has been committed to undoing it. By the end of two-a-days, 
there was at least a semblance of stubble on his head. And his focus was on other 
things. Foremost among those things was preparing to defend the national cham- 
pionship, which remains his concern. Ellis is among Nebraska's defensive leaders, 
a responsibility he readily accepts.

early days was Owen 

Frank, a halfback some- 
times compared to 1950 All- 
American Bobby Reynolds, another 
Grand Island native. Tom Rathman, 
the definitive Cornhusker fullback, 
came from Grand Island, as did 
Harry Grimminger, who played in 
Nebraska’s offensive line during the 
“Scoring Explosion” years. 
Cornhusker football lettermen from 
Grand Island over the past decade 
have included Dan Thayer, Scott 
Beckler, Jon Pederson and Todd 
Carpenter. 

Among the most recent have been 
defensive tackle John Parrella, who 
played at Central Catholic High 
School, and linebacker Mike 
Anderson, with whom Ellis was a 
teammate at Grand Island High. 
Ellis was a high school sophomore 
the year Anderson was a senior. 
Because of their shared experience, 
when Ellis came to Nebraska as a 
scholarship recruit in 1991, “Mike 
kind of put me under his wing,” 
Ellis said. “We got to be really good 
friends.” 

It is difficult not to have an affini- 
ty for the Cornhuskers when you 
play football in Grand Island. Ellis’ 
high school coach was Ken Fischer, a 
Nebraska football letterman in the 
late 1940s. Fischer’s brothers, Cletus, 
Rex and Pat, also played at 
Nebraska. 

Coming from Grand Island can be 
both blessing and burden, according 
to Ellis, who was born in Onawa, 
Iowa, but grew up more or less an 
Islander. He moved with his mother 
to Los Alamos, N.M., and then to 
Fargo, N.D., before returning to 
Grand Island to live with an aunt 
and uncle and attend junior high. 

“T really liked New Mexico,” said 
Ellis. “It was pretty country. It was 
kind of sad to move.” 

He didn’t feel the same way 
about North Dakota, however. More 
to the point, “I hated it,” he said. 

Ellis played Jayvee football in 
Grand Island as a fifth- and sixth- 


grader before moving away. When 
he returned, he resumed playing in a 
system that produced the aforemen- 
tioned Cornhuskers, as well as oth- 
ers over the years. Ellis also compet- 
ed in track and field through his 
sophomore year in high school. 

He ran the hurdles. But “I kind of 
got a little big for that,” Ellis said. “1 
could hold my own, but I weighed 
230. So I concentrated on football.” 

Fischer made that easy enough. 
“People really respected Coach 
Fischer. He was a great coach. It was 
a great feeling to play for him. He 
was really a fun coach,” Ellis said. 
“It you were a senior and stuck it 
out, he’d get you on the field. I liked 
that.” 

Ellis got on the field because of 
his ability rather than his persis- 
tence. He attended Nebraska’s Big 
Red football camp during the sum- 
mers of his sophomore and junior 
years in high school. Those experi- 
ences contributed to his decision to 
concentrate on football. The 
Cornhusker coaches took more than 
a passing interest in him, and in June 
following his junior year, they told 
him they would have a scholarship 
with his name on it, if he were so 
inclined. He was, of course. 

Even so, the offer “really shocked

me,” he said. “I was dumfounded.” 
He also was willing to make an 
oral commitment to Nebraska in 
August 1990, before his senior sea- 
son at Grand Island and before he 
had an opportunity to look at other 
schools.

People thought I 
was dumb because I didn’t,” Ellis 
said. Committing early, however,

Ellis played offensive guard as 
well as linebacker in high school. 
Though 230 pounds was heavy for a 
hurdler, it was light for a major col- 
lege lineman, even if Ellis had want- 
ed to try offense at Nebraska, which 
he didn’t. He was chosen as the state 
high school defensive player of the

The Spartans are coming off a 5-6 
season under former coach George 
Perles, who resigned after a 12-year 
tenure at the school.

In 43-Point 

Loss 


eorge Darlington offered a succinct summa- 
tion of Nebraska’s season-opening victory 
against Oklahoma State during a post-game 
radio interview. 

“It was hot and muggy, and we’re pretty 
good,” he said. 

Other than the final score, which was 64-21, 
little else needed to be noted. “We over- 
whelmed ‘em from the get-go,” said Darlington, 
Nebraska’s veteran defensive backs coach. 

That was expected, of course. The Cornhuskers trav- 
eled to Stillwater, Okla., with a No. 2 pre-season ranking 
in the Associated Press poll and enough firepower to be 
a 26-point favorite against an Oklahoma State team with 
a new head coach and several new players, including 
four freshman starters. 

The game was scripted to be a blowout, which is what 
Nebraska gave a Lewis Stadium crowd of 42,100 (that 
included an estimated 4,000 Nebraskans) and a national 
television audience on the ESPN cable network. The 
stands had emptied by the fourth quarter. And it’s likely 
all but the most dedicated fans who 
watched on television had begun channel 
surfing before James Sims, the 
Cornhuskers’ No. 3 I-back, finished the 
scoring by running 5 yards for a touch- 
down with 7:02 remaining. 

The adrenaline and enthusiasm of a 
new season carried Oklahoma State for 
less than nine minutes. With 6:20 left in 
the first quarter, Lawrence Phillips 
opened the scoring with a 3-yard touch- 
down run. Nebraska’s Heisman Trophy 
candidate I-back would score two more 
touchdowns in the second quarter and 
be given the rest of the night off three 

carries into the second half. 

Cornhusker quarterback Tommie Frazier, who also is 
being promoted for the Heisman Trophy, performed in 
what has become typical fashion, carrying 10 times for 
64 yards and one touchdown and completing 6-of-10 
passes for 120 yards and two touchdowns. 

The first touchdown pass play, to split end Reggie 
Baul, covered 76 yards. The 
second, to wingback Jon The 64-21 blowout 
Vedral, went only 5 yards. allowed the Husker

were scored by newcomers: highly-touted freshman 
Ahman Green, Terrell I-back Ahman Green 
Farley and Kris Brown. the chance fo score his

touchdown. Farley, a linebacker who 
transferred from Independence, 
Kan., Community College, intercept- 
ed a pass and returned it 29 yards 
for Nebraska’s second touchdown. 
And Brown, a freshman from 
Southlake, Texas, kicked a 24-yard 
field goal and seven extra points. 

There was little in which 
Cornhusker fans could have found 
fault during Nebraska’s first defense 
of its national championship. The 
Cornhuskers did have some minor 
problems early on. Phillips lost a 
fumble on his second carry. Tyrone 
Williams muffed a punt. Baul, wide- 
open, stumbled and couldn’t quite 
reach a pass from Frazier. And 
Brown pulled his first collegiate 
extra-point kick wide to the left. 

But those mistakes did little more 
than delay the inevitable. The 
Cornhuskers scored 30 points in the 
second quarter to eliminate any 
chance of an Oklahoma State upset. 
“Overall, the execution was good,” 
Cornhusker Coach Tom Osborne 
said. 

Nebraska’s defense, which 
included six first-time starters, took 
control in the first series. On first 
down, Oklahoma State quarterback 
Tone Jones threw an incomplete 
pass. On second down, David 
Thompson was dropped for a 4-yard 
loss by Jay Foreman, a redshirted 
freshman. And on third down, Jones 
was sacked for an 11-yard loss by 
Jared Tomich. “We came out and 
stuck it to them,” said Tomich, a 
junior outside linebacker from St. 
John, Ind. 

Tomich made four tackles, includ- 
ing two for losses totaling 22 yards, 
and deflected two passes. 

Farley, who blocked 15 kicks in 
junior college, stepped in front of a 
Jones pass early in the second quar- 
ter and sprinted 29 yards to score. 
The Cornhuskers played “OK,” 
Farley said. Such understatements 
were commonplace. 

“We've had some tough games 
down here. It went a little easier 
than I thought it would,” said 
Osborne, who used all 66 players 
who made the trip. Nebraska was 
granted permission by the Big Eight 
Conference to increase its travel ros- 
ter by six for the game because of the 
potential for heat and high humidi-

ty. The temperature at game time 
was 99 degrees. 

“We got a lot of experience to a 
lot of young players. Hopefully, it 
was good,” Osborne said. 

Nebraska used numerous new- 
comers, among them Foreman, 
Farley, Green, Brown, Michael 
Rucker, Joel Makovicka, Sheldon 
Jackson, Kenny Cheatham, Chad 
Kelsay, Eric Warfield and Mike 
Fullman, a transfer from Rutgers 
University by way of junior college. 
Kelsay, an outside linebacker from 
Auburn, Neb., is a true freshman 
along with Green and Brown. 

Nebraska’s defense was nearly 


impenetrable and had only one seri- 
ous breakdown. That occurred in the 
second quarter, on a third-and-10 
from the Oklahoma State 20-yard 
line, when tailback David Thompson 
went off his left guard and raced 79 
yards to the Cornhusker 1-yard line. 
Even then, Oklahoma State needed 
two plays to score, on Andre 
Richardson’s run. 

Nebraska originally was sched- 
uled to play at Oklahoma State on 
Oct. 7. But the Cornhuskers agreed 
to switch the game not only to 
accommodate ESPN but also to gain 
experience before playing at 
Michigan State. It marked the first

he most memorable moment 

in Tom Rathman’s football 

career occurred at Memorial 

Stadium in late October of 
1985. Nebraska was playing 
Colorado. And he was a Cornhusker 
senior. 

The score was tied at 7. Nebraska 
had a first down at its own 16-yard 
line, following a 38-yard punt by the 
Buffaloes’ Barry Helton. The score- 
board showed 37 seconds remaining 
in the third quarter. 

Travis Turner, who had come on 
to replace a struggling McCathorn 
Clayton at quarterback in the second 
half, took the snap and handed the 
ball to Rathman, who powered his 
way off the block of the left guard 
and ran 84 yards for what proved to 
be the winning touchdown in a 17-7 
victory. 

ABC, which was televising the 
game on a split-national basis, 


missed all but the final yards of 
Rathman’s dramatic run. A promo- 
tional ad for the University of 
Colorado shown by the network 
extended beyond the commercial 
break for a timeout following the 
change in possession. 

Afterward, an ABC producer 
admitted he had gambled on the 
play and lost. “Once he’s broken 
through, you tell the (network) guy 
in Chicago to punch out (of the pro- 
motional ad) and cut to the game. 
But a guy runs 40 yards in 4.5 sec- 
onds and a lot of yards can clip by 
before you get the communications 
through,” the producer said. The 
play used up 14 seconds on the sta- 
dium clock. 

Even though much of the nation 
didn’t see much of the play, those 
who mattered most to Rathman 
were able to share in his triumph. 
His hometown of Grand Island was

15” x 19” framed 
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celebrating “Tom Rathman Day” at 
the game. Family and friends as well 
as teammates and coaches saw it, 
which mattered. And Nebraska, 
ranked fifth nationally at the time, 
needed the touchdown for its sixth 
consecutive victory after a 17-13, 
opening-game loss against Florida 
State. That also mattered. 

The run showed Rathman’s speed 
and athletic ability, and it character- 
ized a playing career that extended 
through nine seasons in the National 
Football League, during which he 
earned two Super Bowl rings. 

His NFL career could have con- 
tinued, for at least one more season. 
“I’m still in good shape,” Rathman 
said during a recent telephone inter- 
view from his home in Redwood 
City, Calif. But he and his family 
decided the time had come for him 
to retire. 

Before the start of training camp 
in July, Rathman notified the 
Oakland Raiders of his decision. “1 
left on top,” said Rathman, who 
started 16 games last season. 

Most successful athletes are posi- 
tive thinkers, and Rathman is no 
exception. But even he didn’t envi- 
sion a nine-year professional career 
after establishing himself among the 
best fullbacks in Nebraska history. 
His 881 rushing yards in 1985 are a 
record for Cornhusker fullbacks. 

Rathman was a third-round draft 
pick of the San Francisco 49ers in 
1986. He was the 56th player overall 
and the fourth fullback drafted. The 
first three were Florida’s Neal 
Anderson, Texas A&M’s Anthony 
Toney and Texas Christian’s 
Kenneth Davis. None proved to be 
as good as Rathman. 

“When I first went into the 
league, I thought if I get in seven 
years, that would be a big-time 
career,” said Rathman, who played 
eight of his nine seasons with the 
49ers. “When I got to seven years, I 
felt great and thought I would go for 
10 years. But when I got to nine, the 
desire wasn’t the same.” 

He missed eight games and 12 
starts because of a separated right 
shoulder in 1993. And last season he 
was bothered by a severely jammed 
neck. Fullbacks learn to play with 
jammed necks. Even so, Rathman 
had to play in pain for the better part 
of five weeks. 

Someone less committed might 
not have played. But Rathman’s 
durability was, in part, a function of 
his willingness to play through 
injuries. “Tt’s not like I was sitting on 
the bench those nine years I was 


playing,” he said. 

Rathman didn’t miss a game 
because of injury until the end of his 
seventh NFL season. He sat out the 
last game, even though he would 
have played had his coaches allowed 
him to do so. 

“When I was playing, | felt like I 
was indestructible,” said Rathman, 
who became a fixture on television 
analyst John Madden's All-Madden 
team because of his hard-nosed, 
never-back-down approach to the 
game. “I played hurt. I don’t see 
how I did most of it. You’d think my 
body would have fallen apart. But 
you get shot up and come back feel- 
ing about as good as new. Until the 
next day, anyway.” 

Rathman was a regular on 
San Francisco's special teams. He 
wore the “Bruise Crew” wrist- 
bands that only the hardcore 
members of those teams were 
allowed to wear. 

On the opening kickoff of 
Super Bow] XXIII against the 
Cincinnati Bengals, he knocked 
down a would-be tackler with a 
violent block that caused his 
own arm to go numb because of 
a pinched nerve. “The first three 
or four plays (from scrimmage), I 
couldn't feel my arm, I was pray- 
ing to the Lord that they 
wouldn’t call my number. But it 
was the Super Bowl, my first 
Super Bowl,” Rathman said. 
“You think I was going to come 
out of that game? No way.” 

The 49ers defeated Cincinnati | 
20-16 to provide Rathman with 
his first Super Bowl ring. The 
second came a year later, with a 
decisive 55-10 victory against the 
Denver Broncos. Rathman scored 
two touchdowns and caught four 
first-half passes to help San 
Francisco break open the game. 

Rathman was the best pass-catch- 
ing fullback, or running back for that 
matter, in the league in 1989, finish- 
ing the regular season with 73 recep- 
tions, second only to Jerry Rice’s 82 
among the 49ers’ receivers. 

Rathman caught 320 passes for 
2,684 yards and eight touchdowns 
during his NFL career, remarkable 
totals considering he caught only 
five passes for 70 yards and one 
touchdown during three varsity sea- 
sons at Nebraska. He caught two 
Passes as a sophomore and three as a 
senior. At Grand Island High School, 
he caught “probably zero passes,” he 
said, 

Rathman also rushed for 2,020 
yards and 26 touchdowns as a pro- 


fessional. But statistics are a poor 
measure of his largely anonymous 
contributions to teams that featured 
high-profile stars such as Rice, for- 
mer Cornhusker running back Roger 
Craig, quarterback Joe Montana and 
safety Ronnie Lott. Of that group, 
only Lott and Rice are still playing, 
Rice with the 49ers. 

Rathman left San Francisco as an 
unrestricted free agent, signing with 
the Raiders after the 49ers indicated 
they wanted him to take a significant 
cut in pay because of the NFL's 
salary cap. The prospect of having to 
compete for the starting fullback job 
with the Raiders, who obtained 
Derrick Fenner from Cincinnati dur- 
ing the off-season, and the possibili-

ty of being a backup contributed to 
Rathman’s decision to retire. “1 
didn’t want to go in as a backup,” he 
said. 

The 32-year-old Rathman, who 
had been thinking about retirement 
since last season, included his wife 
Holly and their three daughters — 
Nicole (8), Alexandra (6) and 
Samantha (3) — in the decision-mak- 
ing. “We tried to look at all the 
options,” he said. “My kids were 
pretty happy about it.” 

He and Holly plan to serve as ath- 
letic directors at their daughters’ 
Notre Dame Elementary School, and 
Tom has accepted a position as an 
assistant football coach at Serra High 
School in nearby San Mateo. He'll 
work with the running backs, of 


course. 

“That’s something I was looking 
to do,” said Rathman, who talks reg- 
ularly on the telephone with Ken 
Fischer, his own high school football 
coach, now retired. “I’m close to 
Coach Fischer. He was a very domi- 
nant coach, and [ would like to do 
that in high school, or maybe at 
Nebraska.” 

The Rathman family lives in the 
house he and Holly purchased fol- 
lowing his rookie season. They own 
two lots in south Lincoln, about an 
acre of land, on which they might 
eventually build. They bought the 
lots “four or five years ago,” 
Rathman said. “We didn’t know 
what our long-term plans were 
then.” 

Now, they plan to remain in 
Redwood City, at least until 
their daughters reach high 
, school age. They have handled 
their money wisely and are set 
financially, said Rathman. 
“We're very conservative. We 
didn’t buy a big house, and we 
didn’t get caught up in that 
extreme lifestyle.” 

He and Holly have commit- 
ted $250,000 for an endowed 
football scholarship at 
Nebraska. They haven't forgot- 
ten their roots, or lost their per- 
spective. 

While Tom was playing for 
the Cornhuskers, Holly 
worked full-time as a manager 
at an Olympic Village athletic 
shoe store. The couple lived in 
a Lincoln mobile home park. 
Rathman has fond recollec- 
tions of that time. “We were living 
large then, you know,” he said with 
a laugh. 

Success hasn’t spoiled or changed 
him. “I grew up having to work for 
everything I got. That’s how I 
approach everything. | just go about 
my business. Train hard. Play hard. 
Play hurt,” he said. “When you look 
at the nine years I played (in the 
NFL), there are no flaws. That’s how 
I wanted it to be, no controversy. 
That’s one reason I got out now.” 

Rathman said he might attend 
one game each of the 49ers and 
Raiders, who are returning to 
Oakland, this season. Redwood City 
is just south of the San Francisco- 
Oakland Bay area. It just depends on 
how much free time he has to be a 
fan. “I'll probably be caught up in 
my own things,” he said. 

For the first time since early child- 
hood, those things won’t include 
playing football. @ 
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ernard Garner was hungry. 
“T need me an apple pie,” 
he said. 

Presumably, he meant an 
individual fruit pie, com- 
mon at fast-food restau- 
rants and in vending 
machines. But he could have meant 
the real thing, an entire apple pie. 

Garner is 6-foot-7, 227 pounds. 
And he has a college student’s 
metabolism. Plus, his appetite might 
have been intensified by the nervous 
energy of his first day of classes at 
the University of Nebraska. It might 
have been, although he certainly 
didn’t seem to be stressed out. 

“College life if real outrageous,” 
he said. “You haven't 
lived unless you've been 
to college.” 

Counting Nebraska, 
Garner has been to 
three. And he couldn’t 
be happier, he said, as 
he sat in the sports 
information office 
recently and retraced 
his sojourn to Lincoln. 

It began in northwest 
Louisiana, specifically in Many, the 
seat of Sabine Parish, located on U.S. 
Highway 171 about halfway 
between Zwolle and Florien. Just to 
the west is Toledo Bend Reservoir 
and Texas. To the east and little 
north is Natchitoches, hometown of 
the NBA’s Joe Dumars. 
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Natchitoches is the largest town 
in the area, according to Garner. 
With a population of nearly 17,000, it 
is more than five times as large as 
Many. 

The first of Garner’s post-sec- 
ondary schools was South Florida 
Community College in Avon Park, 
Fla. He had planned to attend Tyler 
Junior College in Tyler, Texas, but 
somehow was persuaded to go to 
Florida. That was a mistake. “It was 
terrible, just crazy, the whole envi- 
ronment,” he said. 

He went home to Many for the 
Christmas holidays, and never went 
back to Avon Park. While he was in 
Many, Garner attended a high 
school basketball tournament and 
talked to some coaches about his 
interest in finding another junior col- 
lege. He vowed to accept the first 
offer he got, which came from Dave 
Campbell, the coach at Western 
Nebraska Community College in 
Scottsbluff, Neb. 

Soon after Campbell’s call, Garner 
was contacted by Hutchinson 
Community College. If Hutchinson 
had been first, Garner said, he 
would have gone to the Kansas 
school. 

He never second-guessed himself 
about choosing the Scottsbluff 
school, though he wondered a little 
when people kept responding to his 
choice of junior colleges with: 
‘You're going where?’ 

“7 thought I must be going some- 
where terrible,” said Garner, who 
had never been to Nebraska, much 
less Scottsbluff. His initial impres- 
sion was snow-covered, and “I had 
never seen snow. It was cold. I won- 
dered: ‘What have | gone and gotten 
myself into?’” 

Garner enrolled at Western 
Nebraska Community College for 
the second semester and got his 
grades in order (which is why he 
went to a two-year school in the first 
place), then helped Campbell’s team 
win 68 of 79 games over the next two 
seasons. 

Western Nebraska finished 36-4 
and third in the National Junior 
College Athletic Association 
(NJCAA) tournament in Hutchinson 
last season. Garner averaged 19 
points and eight rebounds and was 
chosen national junior college player 
of the year. 

Garner’s decision to come to 
Nebraska was about as surprising as 
the one that took him to Scottsbluff. 
Campbell and his team stopped in 
Lincoln on the way to play in St. 
Joseph, Mo., at the beginning of last

year as a senior at Grand Island, and 
defense was what the Cornhuskers 
wanted him to play. 

Nebraska played a 5-2 base 
defense when Ellis arrived, and red- 
shirted. It was similar to the defense 
Fischer taught at Grand Island. But 
Ellis was told during his recruitment 
that the Cornhuskers would be 
changing their defensive philoso- 
phy. 

Among the changes would be a 
switch to a 4-3 base alignment. 
When Nebraska’s defense didn’t 
change immediately, Ellis began to 
wonder. “Then, all of a sudden, we 
went to a 4-3,” he said. “It’s surpris- 
ing they think that far ahead.” 

Because of his high school experi- 
ence, Ellis was familiar with a 5-2 
defense. But he was better suited 
physically to the Cornhuskers’ new 
scheme, which placed a premium on 
speed rather than size. Ellis isn’t a 
typical, Dick Butkus-type middle 
linebacker. 

He was a weak-side backup to Ed 
Stewart and Troy Branch in 1992 and 
1993. Last season, he alternated with 


Doug Colman, a more traditional 
middle linebacker, moving in as the 
starter against Colorado and remain- 
ing there. 

Ellis finished fifth on the team in 
tackles with 58, including 24 unas- 
sisted. He was second in tackles for 
loss, with 7.5 for 21 yards in losses. 
He had seven tackles, one pass 
break-up and one quarterback hurry 
in the 24-17 victory against Miami in 
the 1995 Orange Bowl game on New 
Year’s night. And that’s where he 
planned to pick up this season. 

The shaved heads of several 
defensive players were a topic of 
conversation at Nebraska’s media 
day. “It’s pretty ugly,” sophomore 
outside linebacker Grant Wistrom 
said with a smile. Wistrom’s head 
was newly shaved, as was that of 
senior outside linebacker Jared 
Tomich, who stood nearby.

One of Nebraska’s first pure 
offensive stars, Bobby neynoiss 
made shattering scoring and rushing 
records seem easy

t was the defining moment in the sophomore season that 
defined Bobby Reynolds’ collegiate career. Nebraska faced 
fourth-down-and-short at Memorial Stadium at the Missouri 
33-yard line with six minutes remaining in the Cornhuskers’ 
Homecoming game. 

The crowd numbered 38,000. The date was Nov. 4, 1950. 

Reynolds, a 19-year-old sophomore halfback, got the ball. Already, 
he had earned a reputation for an uncanny ability to set up blockers, as 
the play illustrated in dramatic fashion. Reynolds gave ground and 
reversed field three times.

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He was an athletic celebrity long 
before he arrived at Nebraska in the 
fall of 1949. “Everybody knew 
Bobby from high school,” said Don 
Bryant, Nebraska’s associate athletic 
director for public relations. 

Bryant was a university student 
and aspiring sports writer for The 
Lincoln Star when Reynolds arrived 
as a freshman. He watched the first 
few games of Reynolds’ varsity 
career before being recalled to the 
Marines in the fall of 1950 to serve in 
Korea. 

Reynolds came from Grand 
Island, Neb., with high school press 
clippings to fill several scrapbooks.

He was a two-time all-state football 
player at Grand Island High, on 
teams that won state championships 
his junior and senior years. He prob- 
ably would have been a three-time 
all-state selection had he not been 
sidelined for half of his sophomore 
year by a leg injury. 

Reynolds never played in a losing 
high school football game. He also 
competed in track, basketball and 
baseball. Grand Island won two state 
basketball championships during his 
time. In the summer of 1949, he 
attended a New York Yankees’ try- 
out at Branson, Mo. Among those in 
Branson was another infielder from 


State 
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Oklahoma named Mickey Mantle. 
Reynolds had been scouted by sever- 
al major league baseball teams while 
in high school. But he chose to 
attend Nebraska, in order to play 
football as well as baseball. 

He made his Cornhusker varsity 
debut on Sept. 30, 1950, at Memorial 
Stadium. The afternoon was unsea- 
sonably warm. Fathers of the players 
were honored at the game. The 
opponent was Indiana of the Big 
Ten. 

Reynolds was one of two sopho- 
mores in Coach Bill Glassford’s start- 
ing lineup, the other being fullback 
Clayton Curtis from Laurel, Neb. 
The line included Frank Simon and 
Dick Regier at ends, Toogood and 
Walt Spellman at tackles, Art Bauer 
and Don Strasheim at guards and 
Joe McGill at center. Bill Mueller was 
listed as the starting right halfback, 
and Fran Nagle, one of two non- 
Nebraskans in the lineup, was the 
quarterback. 

The 5-foot-11,  175-pound 
Reynolds scored his first touchdown 
by plunging into the end zone with 
two defenders clinging to him. He 
ran 45 yards for a second and added 
a third. The game finished in a 20-20 
tie. Reynolds, who kicked two extra 
points, scored all of Nebraska’s 
points. He could do everything: run, 
pass, punt, kick placements and play 
defense. 

The next week, Reynolds scored 
14 points in a 32-26 victory against 
Minnesota at Minneapolis. One of 
his two touchdowns came on a 67- 
yard run. He shed tears of joy in the 
locker room afterward. He wasn’t 
the least bit ashamed, he said later, 
noting it was a big victory for 
Nebraska. Two games into his col- 
lege career, it was apparent 
Reynolds was special. 

Nebraska lost to a good Colorado 
team at Boulder, Colo., 28-19 in the 
following week. Reynolds scored all 
19 points. The Cornhuskers would 
win five in a row before losing 
again, beginning with a 19-0 victory 
against Penn State at Memorial 
Stadium. 

Reynolds scored all 19 points 
against the Nittany Lions, too. Four 
games into the season, his totals 
were: 679 rushing yards on 78 car- 
ries, an average of 8.7 yards per 
attempt; 11 touchdowns, including 
two on pass receptions; and six 
extra-point kicks. He had scored 72 
of Nebraska’s 90 total points. 

Bryant watched the Penn State 
game before reporting for duty with 
the Marines. “The place went nuts as 


Bobby went on,” Bryant said. 

As the victories mounted, so did 
Reynolds’ scoring total. And the 
majority of his touchdowns were 
anything but mundane. Reynolds 
would score 22 touchdowns in 1950, 
and 18 of them were on plays of 
11 yards or more. The average 
distance of those 18 touchdowns 
was 28.5 yards. He was the 
embodiment of exciting. A

baseball. 

After a brief trial with the 
Lincoln Chiefs independent 
minor league baseball team in 
1955, Reynolds turned his 
unique athletic talents to golf. 
He became a successful insur- 
ance executive in Lincoln until 
his untimely death from a heart 
attack in August of 1985, less than a 
year after he was inducted into the 
National Football Hall of Fame. 

The Cornhuskers’ No. 12 was 
only 53 years old. The headline on a 
tribute in the Lincoln Journal said: 
“So Long Mr. Touchdown.” 
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t's the best of times for the 
Nebraska Cornhuskers. 
The Huskers started the 
season as_ defending 
national champions, 
ranked in the top five in 
most polls. They also hap- 
pen to be the hottest team 
in the recruiting circles. 

If early indications mean any- 
thing, the Cornhuskers are in good 
position to continue their pursuit of 
the elite players in college football. 

The best player in the country just 
might be Aldine (Texas) MacArthur 
quarterback Odell James (6-foot-4, 
205 pounds, 4.5). He possesses a 
unique combination of size, speed, 
running ability and a golden arm. 

Heading into his senior season 
James has thrown for 1,943 yards 
and 19 touchdowns and rushed for 
2,646 yards and 41 touchdowns.

However, stats alone don’t impress 
scouts about James. He proved he 
was a winner during his sophomore 
year, when he led the Generals to the 
Class 5A Division II title game. 
James had them headed toward the 
title game again last season before an 
eligibility question of another player 
knocked them out of the playoffs. 
“He’s a super athlete and super 
kid who is gifted enough to play 
quarterback at BYU, Florida State or 
Nebraska,” said MacArthur head 
coach Bob Alpert. “He’s a very ver- 
satile athlete who could be the top 
option quarterback in the country, 
but throws the ball so well that he’s 
too good to play in just an option 
offense. You're talking about a 
Charlie Ward-type of player, only 
much bigger and just as fast. Odell is 
one of the best kids I have ever 
coached; very tough and physical

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and we are going to run a lot of shot- 
gun this year to take advantage of 
his total abilities.” 

Not only is James good, but he’s 
also tailor made for the Husker 
offense. He’s the best option quarter- 
back in the country, and many 
scouts say he has the best arm in the 
country. Sounds just right for the 
Huskers. But just like everyone else, 
Nebraska will have to wait until 
after his senior season is over to talk 
to James. 

“We care what happens to Odell 
this season and even though we 
want the best for his future, we 
aren’t yet concerned about next 
year,” Alpert said. “We want Odell 
to enjoy his senior year and then 
concentrate on recruiting. He’s pret- 
ty smart about the process, knowing 
the depth chart of the schools he’s 
interested in. So, he won’t be too far 
behind when he actually sits down 
to concentrate on it.” 

Nebraska might have the inside 
track when it comes to landing 
James. He had a great time at the 
Nebraska football camp this summer 
and enjoyed his short chats with 
Husker head coach Tom Osborne 
enough to have the Huskers slightly 
out front. If he wants to stay close to 
home, Baylor and Texas have the 
best shot. However, he’s also men- 
tioned Syracuse, North Carolina, 
Illinois, Florida State, Miami and 
South Carolina. 

Rashard Casey (6-3, 185, 4.55) of 
Hoboken, N.J., is another exception- 
al athlete who excels both in running 
and throwing the ball. Considered a 
Randall Cunningham-style player, 
Casey rushed for 810 yards and 16 
touchdowns a year ago, while pass- 
ing for another 893 and nine touch- 
downs. Casey is another player who 
needs to find an offense that can take 
advantage of his total abilities. This 
is where the Huskers come in. 
Nebraska’s expanded passing 
offense enables them to lure athletes 
like Casey to Lincoln. 

“I am not really looking for any 
particular style of offense, but one 
that is flexible enough to let me use 
on my abilities,” Casey said. 


Odell James, considered the top 
high school player by several 
scouts, is strongly considering 

the Huskers. 


Penn State is the early leader, 
with North Carolina, Michigan State 
and Nebraska in the chase. 

Kenton Evans (6-4, 180, 4.6) of 
Memphis (Tenn.) Westwood is 
another player with great tools both 
on the ground and in 
the air. Last season 
Evans exploded in 
the air hitting on 
231 of 415 passes 
for 3,828 yards 
and 38 touchdowns, 
What’s even more amazing is that 
Evans only threw 10 interceptions 
despite putting the ball in the air 
over 400 times. Tennessee, Texas, 
Florida State and Georgia are the 
schools that Evans has an interest in. 

In Texas, Clint Finley (6-1, 195, 
4.5) of Cuero is drawing attention as 
one of the top quarterbacks in the 
country. He’s another quarterback 
with such great athletic ability some 
schools are recruiting him for the 
secondary as well. 

Finley is looking at Texas A&M, 
Oklahoma, Colorado, Texas, 
Nebraska and Texas Tech. 

Clois Taylor (6-3, 205, 4.65) of 
Dallas Spruce is ranked as one of the 
top five quarterbacks in the Lone 
Star State and admits he likes 
Illinois, Southern Methodist, 
Nebraska, Oklahoma State and 
Texas A&M. 

Out West, Jonathon Beasley (6-1, 
205, 4.6) of Glendale (Ariz.) Cactus 
attended the Nebraska, Colorado 
and Texas summer camps looking to 
improve on his junior season of 2,556 
yards and 28 touchdowns. 

Lakewood (Colo.) Bear Creek star 
Sean Davis (6-2, 210, 4.58) has 
already thrown for 7,504 yards and 
54 career touchdowns. He worked at 
the Notre Dame and Colorado 
camps, and also has an interest in 
Washington, Texas, and Nebraska. 

The Huskers also show great ver- 
satility at the quarterback position. 
Senior Tommie Frazier, the top 
option quarterback in the country is 
their starter; senior Brook Berringer, 
an excellent thower, is his backup. 
Top prep quarterbacks tend to notice 
that type of thing.

awrence Phillips wasn’t 
declared eligible for 
Nebraska's season opener 
against Oklahoma State 
until two days before the 
game was played, which 
might come as something 
of a surprise, even to 
those who were paying 
close attention. Lincoln and Omaha 
newspapers reported that the NCAA 
had restored the Cornhusker 
I-back’s eligibility, even 
though he hadn’t 
been declared ineli- 
gible as far as any- 
one knew. . 

Nebraska certainly | 
hadn’t declared him 
ineligible, which is 
where such a proce- 
dure normally occurs. 
Nevertheless, the 
NCAA cleared Phillips 
to play, while it contin- 
ued to look into his rela- 
tionship with the owners 
of the group home in the 
Los Angeles area where he lived 
while attending junior high and 
high school. 

Given his first two carries 


might have seemed distracted by 
the situation. He lost a yard on 
the first play from scrimmage, and 
he lost a fumble on his second carry, 
which means he was ineffective for a 
little over two and a half minutes of 
the game. The rest of the time, and it 
wasn’t all that much for him or the 
other first-unit Cornhuskers, Phillips 
ran like the Heisman Trophy candi- 
date he is. 

He rushed for 153 yards and three 
touchdowns in Nebraska's 64-21 vic- 
tory at Lewis Stadium. “I was out of 
the game by the time it got outra- 
geous,” he said. 

Depending on how “outrageous” 
is defined, that was sometime dur- 
ing the second quarter, when the 
Cornhuskers scored 30 points. So 
Phillips played a little during the 
post-outrageous part of the game.

Eligibility distractions will take their toll 
if not resolved quickly

But he had rushed for 125 of those 
yards and all of the touchdowns 
before halftime. And he only carried 
three times after the intermission, 
watching most of the second half 
from the sideline, without pads. 

At 220 pounds, Phillips is heavier 
than a year ago. And he’s stronger, 
without losing so much as a step of 
speed. That probably helps to 
explain his averaging nearly 13 

yards per carry against the 
Cowboys. 
The 100-yard rushing 
performance was the 
13th of his career and 
moved him past Jeff 
Kinney on Nebraska’s 
career rushing list. 
Phillips has 2,383 rush- 
ing yards. Kinney, a 
key figure in the 
offense of the 
Cornhuskers’ nation- 
al championship 
teams in 1970 and 
1971, finished with 
2,244 rushing yards. 
Phillips’ fumble 
turned out to be 
nothing more than a 
brief reprieve for a 
young Oklahoma 
State defense. The 
next time Nebraska 
got the ball, three plays and a punt 
later, Phillips got it. Just to make 
sure he knew he still had the coach- 
es’ confidence, “they gave me the 
ball three or four times,” he said. 

The NCAA’s interest in Phillips 
was a result of his having had lunch 
with an associate of a sports agent, a 
minor infraction of NCAA rules rec- 
tified by his reimbursing the associ- 
ate for the cost of the lunch. His rela- 
tionship with the owners of the 
group home also came under NCAA 
scrutiny. 

Phillips admitted he was con- 
cerned about the possibility of not 
being allowed to play in the 
Oklahoma State game. “Hopefully, 
everything is put to rest now,” he 
said. Ml
